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Local Teacher Recalls Pearl Harbor Bombing

As the sun rose over the hori­ 
zon on Pearl Harbor 20 years ago 
today, Harry Hon Chang sat in a 
Sunday School teacher’s meeting 
watching the 
harbor some 
five 
miles away 
while 
hundreds 
of 
Japanese planes bombed Hickum 
Field and the U. S. Pacific Fleet. 
Chang, who has been employed 
by the Palm Springs U n i f i e d 
School District, says that the day 
when the Japanese pulled a sneak 
attack on Pearl Harbor to plunge 


the U. S. into World War IT is 
still engraved in his mind. 
“ At first we could hear a loud 
roar and then all of a sudden a 
terrific explosion like the entire 
world was coming 
to an end,” 
said Chang, as he described the 
never 
to 
be 
forgotten P e a r l 
Harbor attack. 
Some time after the Initial at­ 
tack, Chang received a phone call 
and the message he received was, 
“You are requested to command 
your air 
raid 
wardens precinct 


immediately. Japan is attacking 
Pearl H arbor.” 
Chang 
described 
his 
reaction 
from the phone message, and he 
indicated he felt as if cold w ater 
was running off his back when 
the news was given him that the 
attack was by the Japanese. 
Chang recalls looking down onto 
the Harbor and viewing the Ja p ­ 
anese planes flying in formation 
and peeling off one by one over 
different locations. 
He rem embers seeing 
horrible 


explosions in the distance at Hick­ 
um Field or in the H arbor and 
later the noise could be heard. 
“It was a most tragic sight to 
see, 
said Chang. The few bomb­ 
ers stationed 
at 
Hickum 
Field 
were being blown to pieces one by 
one as the Japanese figher planes 
with the “ rising sun” painted on 
each wing continued their attacks 
on the now helpless American in­ 
stallations. 
Following 
the 
initial 
attack. 
Chang gathered his 
family and 


returned home to organize the air 
raid precints He recalls the tense 
hours 
of waiting 
that 
followed 
clear into the late hour* of the 
night. A strict blackout was o r­ 
dered 
throughout 
Honolulu 
and 
martial law was put into effect. 
During the entire day and night 
the American radio in Honolulu 
kept 
broadcasting 
the 
following 
report, 
Chang 
related: 
“ S t a y 
where you are and do not venture 
out of your homes. Japan is at­ 
tacking Pearl Harbor.”

Television in Review

NEW YORK (UPI) - “ Drop­ 
O ut," the heartbreaking and time­ 
ly story of one kid who quit high 
school, was the focal point for a 
superb documentary on ABC TV 
Tuesday night. 
The kid is AJ B arnard, a red­ 
haired teen-ager with an I.Q. of 
118 who feels inferior because his 
home in Quincy, III., is ir a low- 
rent 
housing 
project. 
While 
in 
junior high, he was an honor stu­ 
dent. One teacher said of him, 
“ He 
seemed 
almost 
perfect 
in 
everything." He had a bright fu­ 
ture 
Then came senior high. AI felt 
the social and economic pressures 
m ore keenly and his grades went 
down. He began cutting classes. 
Soon 
after that, he became 
a 
drop-out—one of the one-million 
high school pupils who quit school 
each year. Al was 16 at the time. 
He’s 18 now and out of work. As 
he puts it, " I ’m just drifting . . . 
killing tim e." As a teacher puts 
it, “ A terrible w aste.” 
In 
exploring 
Al’s 
story, 
the 
Bell & Howell Close-Up” super­ 
imposed it upon the background of 
the national dropout problem, or 
tragedy. 
N 'arrator-reporter 
Fen- 
dall Yerxa asked the right ques­ 
tions of AI, his teachers and his 
m other, got frank answ ers in re­ 
turn and gave viewers a blunt, 
forthright conclusion. 
Why 
did 
AI 
B arnard 
quit? 
Break down the word “ environ­ 
m ent” and you have the answer. 
His environment favored the drop­ 
out. An older brother and sister 
w ere drop-outs His friends didn’t 
consider school to be very im­ 
portant. 
His 
mother 
apparently 
couldn t inspire or encourage him 
to 
stick with 
school. 
Ana 
the 
school system failed him, too. 
Looking back over his Ife, AI 
said. “ If someone outside of my 
fam ily and friends had talked to 
m e . . . but I figured nobody 
cared." 
Actually, 
a 
lot of people 
in 
Quincy cared. 
The trouble was 
they didn’t let AI know in time. 
The half-hour report included a 
post-mortem 
on 
Al’s 
case 
by 
school officials and teachers. They 
spoke of a counselling program 
designed to spot problem parents 
and pupils 
but 
this 
effort, 
it 


seemed, was still in the tnal-and* 
error stage. The conclusion was 
that much of the drop-out burden 
falls on the schools, geared as 
they are to encourage the cullege- 
bound students. 


The script by Bob Rogow con­ 
cluded by reminding us that the 
dropout represents a failure by 
our society; that schools are. aft­ 
er all, collection points for neigh­ 
borhood, 
the 
wrse 
the 
prob­ 
lems and the greater is the need 
for corrective action by the com­ 
munity. 


It was a powerful, impressive 
program 
Whatever Al decides to 
do—go back to school or continue 
drifting—I hope "Close-Up” fol­ 
lows up with a sequel next year. 
I hope the kid gets back where 
he belongs—in school.

T h e w ar in Europe, naturally, was a cause 
for concern especially to those families w ith 
*>ns, hu sb an d > and fathers in uniform or sub­ 
feet to th e draft call. But many of these w ere 
inclined to believe that the call to arms was 
fust a p r e p a r e d ^ move and that we would 
no t b e involved. No one would dare to at­ 


tack th e U nited States. 
T h e inobili/u?]"n moves, the training 
cam ps established, the dire warnings of those 
close to th e situation and the concern of our 
ieaders w ere not enough to dim their hopes 


fo r peace. 


T h e news and the full impact of the sneak 
attack a t Pearl H arhor came slowly to Palm 
Springs. T here was no local radio station in 
1941 and few sets were tuned in to outside 
stations for davtim e reception here was bad 
a t its best. W hen the unbelievable news cam e 
v ia telephone and telegraph, however, it 
sp read from one end of the desert to the oth­ 


e r w ith incredible speed. 


T h e U nited States was at war. 


T h at was tw enty years ago today. The 


argum ents w hich that sneak attack aroused, 
th e debates over where the blame for the 
tra g e d y should go, have not yet been stilled. 
W h a t m istakes were made, and w here, are 
still th e subject of periodical articles. 
B ut th e principal them e in all of these 
studies and discussions was and is: “T h e les­ 
son of Pearl H arbor must not be forgotten. 
I t m ust never happen again. 


O u r m ilitary leaders have set u p detec­ 
tio n devices to prevent another Pearl H arbor, 
stations an d controls designed to give w arn­ 
in g of any attem pt to deal a sudden, devas­ 
ta tin g blow to the U nited States. All pre­ 
cautions are being taken to prevent a lapse 
o r let dow n such as Pearl H arbor on Dec. 7, 
1941, w hich proved so costly in lives and 
ships. T h at part of the lesson of Pearl H arbor 
has been learned. 


In another way, however, th e lessons of 
Pearl H arbor are being ignored. For years 
during the J9>0s we shipped thousands of 
tons of scrap metal an d other m aterials to 
japan. It was only h alted w hen an em bargo 
against sale of supplies w hich could go into 
im plem ents of war, w as set u p against th e 
Axis nations. B ut the dam age h a d been done 
an d Japan returned those shipm ents in th e 
form of shells from guns our scrap m etal had 
helped m ake, w ith an appalling loss of A m er­ 
ican lives. 


In th e news dispatches th e past few 
m onths there have been m any item s deeply 
disturbing to those w ho rem em ber the p re­ 
Pearl H arbor days. Sales of m aterials w liich 
could help our avow ed C om m unist enem ies 
have been futilely protested. Locomotives, 
rail equipm ent, ball bearings, m any item s 
w hich could help in the event of a w ar have 
been shipped to th e satellite nations behind 


th e Iron C urtain helping them and, indirectly, 
Russia. 
Tito in Yugoslavia, a R ed satellite even 
though at some odds w ith th e Kremlin, has 
been sold airplanes. M ore than that, Yugosla­ 
vian pilots have been nam ed a t our air bases 
in Texas. T here has been talk of giving th e 
U nited N ations, w hich includes the Iron C u r­ 
tain countries, our nuclear discoveries. 
T h ere are many other new s dispatches of 
a sim ilar nature w hich cause grave concern 
to those w hose memories go back two decades. 
B ut their protests are shouted dow'n. A ttem pts 
to ferret out the disloyal in this nation bring 
cries of w itch-hunting and red-baiting. 
Just as in the days before Pearl H arbor, 
ft is business and pleasure as u su al T he feel­ 
ing th at it can’t happen here has again taken 
over. 


B ut it did happen 20 years ago today 
and it could happen again. W e are assured 
by som e th a t there wil] be no war and w e 
hope they are right. But w e m ust not leave 
it to a few dedicated Americans to carry the 
burden of striving for a united America, de­ 
term ined to survive and to keep us free. 
It is tim e today to think of that day 20 
years ago and to m ake sure that those in 
charge of our destinies have really learned 
the lesson of Pearl H arbor.

Officials who are deeply 
convinced that we should get on 
with in the-afr testing, and who 
are disturbad because so much 
fcme has already gone by. are 
hesitant to agitate the issue.

•ituarjoa todav in the UN is that 


practically any resolution against 
amospheric testing, if it doesn't 
mention or clearly refer to any 
particular nation or bloc, will au­ 
tomatically get about 90 votes 
and will provide untold decibels 
of screaming propaganda. 
The Trusteeship Council con­ 
sists of three groups. The first is 
made up of countries which ad­ 
minister territories — the afore­ 
said. USA, New Zealand and the 
U. K., ail members of the West­ 
ern bloc. The second group con­ 
sists of countries with no admin­ 
istration of territories—National­ 
ist China. France and Soviet Rus­ 
sia. The third group is elected by 
the Genera! Assembly, and is 
composed of Burma, Paraguay 
and the United Arab Republic 
until 1962, and Bolivia and India 
until 1963. The five permanent 
members of the Security Coun­ 
cil. all included above, are re­ 
quired to be members. 
It takes iittie imagination to an­ 
ticipate ways in which Russ<a, 
along with India. Egypt and Bur­ 
ma, could use their memberships 
on the Trusteeship Council to 
thwart American plans for testing 
in the Pacific.

We had

and were walking solemnly for­ 
ward with the day's loot when 
an office boy from the news­ 
paper came in. embarrassed and 
flustered, apparently not accus­ 
tomed to being in a church. He 
tip-toed up the aisle after us, 
trying to be quiet. He was. Like 
four elephants. 


HE REACHED ME and tap­ 
ped my shoulder. When I turned 
he sought to whisper the news. 
But* he was at the age when 
his voice was changing. H i s 
message started out as a whis­ 
per but wound up deep, rea son­ 
ant and reverberating. 
"They w'ant you at the office 
now. All he!1’* broke loose *’ 
He w-as on the last four words 
when his voice went from boy 
to man. Well. I handed the bas­ 
ket of change, folding money 
and a button or two to the Cu­ 
camonga postmaster and bear it 
for the office. 


THERE, the mechanical crew 
who had heard the news and 
knew they would 
be 
w'anted. 
were already getting set up for 
a quick extra. There were also 
two sleepy-eved reporters rust 
ling up pictures and background 
material. 
It was a tragic day but none 
of the boys who were working 
at top speed in orderly confu 
sion, stopped to think that it 
probably wouldn’t be too long 
before they’d be handed a rifle 
and told to get our and shoot 
somebody on the enemy’s side 


SO THArS WHAT I remem 
ber most about Dec. 
7, 
1941. 
Handing over a trayful of money 
and running, probably the last 
time I was that strenuous, to 
the office. 
And that first sketchy ectra 
was on the streets before 1 p.m 
I wager there are many Pain. 
Springs 
residents who w e r e 
around that date, who put in 
part of this Dec. 7 thinking about 
that day 20 years ago. 


DEAR ABBY: I really got a 
kick out of “Church Widow.”
